Grows 55 to 60 inches tall 
with 24 to 28 buds. Will open eight with five more showing color on a nice long flowerhead. Florets 
will measure about 5 inches and are ruffled and fluted. A good propagator. These excellent habits and 
qualities plus the pastel color make Venida an outstanding Glad.

SPIC & SPAN (Carlson-Puerner)— Very tall ruffled deep pink. Can win at any show as Glad with most open 
florets and the longest flower head. Spike carries 20 to 22 buds and will open 10 in the field. Stems are 
straight, no tendency toward crooking. Heavy propagator and germinator. Makes swell spikes from the 
medium bulbs. Looks like a great commercial cut flower. Has fine Show record for 1946.

TRALEE (Krueger)— Pale rose, has amber yellow throat mark. Very early and will make swell commercial 
variety. Foliage does not grow as tall as some, but spikes are tall and carry flower head of 20 or more 
buds. Will open 8 at one time. Blooms are 414 inches or better, no tendency to crook. Blooms well from 
small bulbs. Propagation is fair, germination of bulblets very good. Will make a good shipper as it opens 
well in water if cut in bud. ,

GLOW (Howell)—A salmon orange, shading lighter toward the throat. Grows 52 inches tall with a 24 inch 
flower head.
